AVeapon tunning, Elem<‘idar\ Fieldcruft, Organisation and administration oi 
the thiec Services, rnlenial coinhustion engines, Driving ani Tnaintcnance 
theory, Map reading and Navigation, Fjqmtation, Radio telephony and Man- 
management All cadeis whilst under Iraniing will be required to take part 
in games and recreational tiaiiiing every day. 

Admission to the Inter Service Wing of ihe Armed Forces Academy will 
be made through an evnminaiion to ho conducted by the Federal Ihiblic Service 
Commission followed by an interview by a Sei vices Selection Board.'

A number of qiialifiecl 
eandidntes are rejected siibheqiiently on Tiiodieal grounds Candidates are, 
therefore, advised in their own inteiesl to get themselves medically examined 
before submitting tlieir applications, to avoid rejcetiou at the final stage. The 
development of the candidate should be .such that by the time he attains the
